wide ojicn town policy of David S. Rose. Sherbie Immediately after 
the eleaion asked the chief not to disturb the gambting houses. b«it to 
leave them just as they were under a "wide open town policy.” He 
alao. asked the chief not .to disfnrb the "red light saloons”' and the 
simiiar resorts in any way. 

And oonskiering that Slicrbic M. Becker, while aldcrnian..»oted 
against the doting of the gau'ibling hells—his vote is on_ record—diere 
is not the faintest reason to doobt the statement of the chief of 

These were the first o^ial acts of our “reform mayorthe^”boy 
wonder,” Sherbie M. Becker, .\nd.from this it it dear that the Seidel 
committee im-estigating the causes of the corruption of our. youth— 
ought to go after Sherbie ^I. Becker to begin with.

But the chief of police demurred. He claimed that the people, 
br defeating David S. Rose, had sliown plainly tlwt they wanted a 
cWgc of polirv. 

It is true the chief's choke for mayw may have been Dave Rose. 
Dave Rose, although he is a representative of the “undw world of 
graft" and as crooked as a ram's horn, is something of a man after all. 
And the chief, no doubt, preferreil him to a calf like Sherbie, who 
has all the instincts ,of Rose but no brains. .\ny holier official naturally 
would prefer a man like Rose. 

Yet the diiefs rroioiir for a chrtiige of fioliry were sound,—even 
from a police standpoint.

According fo our laws the mayor cannot renHifll the diief of police. 
The chief can only be removed by charges preferred before the police 
and fire, commissioners. And Sherbie could not very well bring the 
charge that the thitf wanted to close the gambling-lulls and houses 
of ill fame after he, Sherbie. was elected. That would hardly do. • 
So he bethought himself of a new thing. He. or rather his press 
bureau, issued a prommciimeuto to “tlu people of Milwaukee,’ dc- 
Claring.-in tliree or four columns of print, that Roauevdt has troubles 
with Harriman, Governor Hughes of New York has troubles with tlic 
cofikratious, and that he. Sherbie, the "boy wonder," is having trou¬ 
bles with the chief of police. 

And, what is still more wonderful, Shertue accuses the Milwau¬ 
kee Electric Railway & Light company and the corporations of being 
at the bottom of it all.

owners’ case against him, so that 
there was not conviction.

During the whole of that period, pressing subjects for le^btion 
abounded, not only in the direction of political reform, but in w direcr 
lions—lent, eclesiastical, educational, sanity, aind economical. 
Yet, in all those centuries, who can point out a sin^e great measure of 
national improvement wlikh really emanated from the House of 
Ixrds?

TTie tendency of the competi¬ 
tive wage systeos4.is to make labor's 
l(»west condition tke measure or mie 
of its universal condition. Industry 
and tinance are no longer national, 
but internationaL both in organization 
and results, 'fhe chief significance of 
national boundaries and of the so- 
called oatriotism which the ruling 
class of each nation is seeking to re¬ 
vive, is the power which these give 
to c ipitaiists to keep the workers of 
the world from uniting, and to throw 
them against each Qthcr in the strug¬ 
gle of contending capitalists for the 
control of the yet unexploited mar¬ 
kets of the wond, or the remaining 
sources of profit 

The Soctal-Dcmoeratic movement, 
therefore, is a world movement It 
knows of no coofltcts of interest be¬ 
tween the workers of one nation and 
the w’orkers of another. It stands for 
(he freedom of the workers of ^1 na¬ 
tions; and. in so standing, it makes 


by the complete overthrow ol such 
Hberiies as we already have, and by 
the still further enslavement aud deg¬ 
radation of tabor. 

Our American institutions came into 
the world in the name of freedom. 
They have been seized upem by the 
capitalist class as (he means of room¬ 
ing out the idea of freedom from 
among the people. Our state and na¬ 
tional legislatures have become the 
mere agents of great propertied in¬ 


terests. lliese interests control the 
appoinlmems and decisions of the 
ljudge.s and our courts. They have 
come into what is practically a private 
I ownership of all the functions and 
forces of forcrtimcnt. They are us¬ 
ing these to betray and conquer for¬ 
eign and weaker people, in order to 
establish new markets for the sur¬ 
plus goods wtiich the people make, but 
, are too poor to buy. They arc gradu¬ 
ally so invading and restricting the 
right of suffiage as to take unawares 
the right of the worker to a vote or 
voice m public affairs. By enacting 
new and misinterpreting old laws, 
they are pr^aring to attack the 
liberty of (he individual even to speak 
or think for himself or (or (he com¬ 
mon good.

He wrote to Harri- 
man, and Harriman has the letter 
signed “Theodore Rosevclt," thus; 

My Dear Mr. Harriman; 

If vou think there is any danger of 
your visit to me C.MISING 
TROUBLE, or if you think there is 
nothing ipeeial I rtiould he informed 
about, or no matter in which I could 
give aid, why, of coarse, give up the 
visit for the TIME BEING, and then 
a few weeks hence. BEFORE 1 
WRITE IfT MESSAGE I shall get 
you to come down to discuss certain 
government matters not connected 
with the campaign. 

THEODORE ROOSEVELT. 

Roosevelt had long posed as a 
man above influences and trust con¬ 
tributions. 

When he was caught not only 
taking, but begging moncr from a 
railroad man; when he was proved, 
bv his own letter, to liave exchanged 
the ri^it to etlit a presidential mes- 
%»gc in return for a cash contribu¬ 
tion, he was naturally a frightened 
and anxious man. 

Some of his actions were ridicu¬ 
lous, tome were like those of a man 
half-crazed, and one act with which 
he tried to raise a dust to hide his 
own conduct was the act of a man 
lacking physical and moral cour- 
we. It was the act of a man de¬ 
liberately striking in the face an¬ 
other man helpless and in great 
danger.
